You certainly can, and this ministry will do 
everything possible to help. This includes sound 
advice (when you want it) and money (we'll match 
your funding dollar for dollar, often to a pre- 
determined maximum) 

Here are ten of our current programs that 
would make wonderful children's projects. Check 
them over. Are any of them the kind of effort your 
group would like to make? 

Wintario helps groups from this province by 
funding projects that are helpful to their com- 
munities. A group can be fraternal, municipal, 
ethnic, Indian band or simply a bunch of people 
with the same interest. The program itself should be 
important to the arts, to sports, physical fitness, 
recreation, citizenship, heritage conservation and 
libraries. Activities that are going to help people 
(including kids) enjoy their lives more, but aren't 
going to end up making money for anyone 

Get in touch with our local field office (they're 
all listed on back). They'll help you with your 
application and with ideas on how to develop your 
project. Be sure to do this before your project starts 
and before you order any materials or spend any 
money. 

The field office can also give you brochures 
with more detail on these programs, plus others. It's 
important to check these brochures for the finer 
points not listed here

school programs; those come under another minis- 
try. (There may be exceptions: in isolated com- 
munities for example. Please check.) 

These things take time. Please have your
